. The Electric railway starts its oars 
near the Southern Pacific and Santa 
Fe stations. 
Yet, it does not time 
their departure so as to convenience

with the steam roads, and relies en­ 
tirely upon the stations of the steam 
roads to'shelter its passengers while 
they are waiting to take Its cars.

It Is about an hour between cars

W A SH IN G T O N , Nov. 25.—Political 
campaign material transmitted free of 
postage through the malls accounted, 
according to the records, for the dif­ 
ference between a postal surplus and 
a postal deficit for the last fiscal year, 
ending June 30. 
v 
An account of franked mail forward­ 
ed for Congress, the executive depart 
ments and other government institu­ 
tions, shows that postage at the or­ 
dinary rate on this matter would have 
netted the government nearly $20,- 
000,000. About $3,250,000 of this would 
have been paid on political documents. 
The postal service handled during 
the year 310,240,000 pieces of franked 
mail, 
weighing 
61,377,000 
pounds. 
During the presidential and congres­ 
sional primary campaign in the last 
quarter of the fiscal year an extraor­ 
dinary amount of franked matter was 
sent through the mails at public ex­ 
pense. This matter consisted of po­ 
litical reports and records of all kinds 
and even of one complete political 
campaign book, all of which has been 
made technically frankable by inser­ 
tion in the congressional record. 
It was computed that the total 
weight of this franked, matter was be­ 
tween 7,000,000 and 8,000,000 pounds, 
all of which was transmitted as first- 
class matter. 
Commenting upon 
these figures, 
Postmaster General Hitchcock, 
who 
has long urged that restrictions 
be 
thrown around the use of the franking 
privilege, said recently: 
“The usual expense entailed upon 
the postal service through the trans­ 
mission by mail of the great amount 
of political matter during the primary 
campaign created a temporary de­ 
ficit for the first time in two years, 
the total expenditures for the fiscal 
year of 1912 aggregating $248,525,000, 
while the total revenue amounted to 
$246,744,000. Had it not been for the 
cost of carrying franked political mail 
the postal account would have shown 
a surplus of more than $1,000,000 in­ 
stead of a deficit of $1,781,000. And 
this surplus I have indicated would 
have been developed notwithstanding 
the fact that the compensation 
of 
postal employes was increased during 
the year by an aggregate of $6,000,- 
OOO." 


Supreme Court Decides They 


Cannot Receive Aid Under 


s Compensation Law 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 25.—Em­ 
ployes of the state are not entitled to 
compensation for 
personal 
injuries 
incurred in the course of their work 
under the workmen’s compensation 
act. 
This was decided by the supreme 
court last week in a decision for the 
state 
industrial 
commission 
and 
against Fred Miller, an injured em­ 
ploye. 
In an opinion written by Justice 
Henshaw and concurred in by Jus­ 
tices Sloss and Shaw, the court held 
that the state, like any private em­ 
ploy el*, is not subject to the terms of 
the compensation law unless it elects 
to come under them. 
The court indicated that It would 
require further legislation by which 
the state would elect to come under 
the terms of the law, to extend to 
state employes the benefits of the act.

Corinthians 
ix, 15. 
The Pastor said 
that in order to 
a p p r e c i a t e the 
Scriptures on all 
subjects, we must handle the Word of 
God honestly. We must recognize that 
our Lord Jesus is one person and the 
Father another person. 
The oneness 
between the Father and the Son is that 
declared by our "Master Himself, say­ 
ing that He and the Father are one 
in the same sense that Ile desires all 
of His disciples to be one—in mind, in 
purpose, in Will, in effort (John xvii, 
21, 23.) 
Our Lord Jesus is God’s un­ 
speakable Gift. 
The Scriptures declare that the Re­ 
deemer took the nature of men in or­ 
der to redeem sinners; but that in Him 
there was no sin. 
Only a sinless one 
could give to God a Ransom for Adam, 
and thus redeem from destruction, not 
only Adam, but all bis posterity, in­ 
volved in siiyand death through him. 
The speaker then showed that God 
set before our Lord a great joy, the 
influence of which led Jesus to endure 
cheerfully the bitter experiences of His 
earthly life. 
This joy is intimated to 
have been: 
(I) His pleasure in doing 
the Father’s will; (2) His privilege of 
“bringing many sons to glory"—the 
Church; (3) His pleasure and Joy in be­ 
ing by and by the world’s Restorer, de­ 
livering them from the power of Satan, 
sin and death.

To the Church, Jesus is God’s un­ 
speakable Gift. 
He is indeed a Gift 
to tile whole world, unspeakable in 
value, but He is more to the Church 
than to the world.- To His footstep 
.’ollowers, IJe is the “Captain of their 
Salvation,” 
their Bridegroom, 
their 
“Elder Brother,” their great High 
Fliest. 
Through Him- they are priv­ 
ileged to be the Royal Priesthood. 
Through the merit of the sacrifice of 
Christ, they are privileged to “present 
their bodies living sacrifices, holy, ac­ 
ceptable unto God.” 
The Pastor then said that Justice is 
the foundation of God’s Throne. 
Iu 
ilio past, endeavors to harmonize Jus­ 
tice with our great Creator's dealings 
with humanity have Involved us In 
difficulty. 
We were assured by the 
prominent creeds that God had know­ 
ingly brought mrnkind iuto existence 
under such conditions that, the great 
majority would spend eternity in tor 
ture. 
We perceived no Justice in any 
such arrangement. 
But while desist­ 
ing from criticising the Creator, we 
could not indorse such a course, nor 
see it to be in harmony with the Di­ 
vine regulations governing ourselves 
If we are to love our enemies, should 
more be expected of fallen human be 
Ings than of our perfect Creator? 
The Scriptures declare only the cou 
sedated Church 
see the “lengths, 
breadths, heights and depths of the 
Love of God,” which passeth under­ 
standing.
